Pyi-alls costalls, a species of caterpil¬ 
lar occasionally found in large numbers 
in haystacks, more commoi^y attacks 
cloyer, and therefore the parent Is fre¬ 
quently called the clover hay moth. 
The parent is'a bea'ufiful little reddish 
brown or purplish moth with yellow 
markings on both wings, which are 
fringed with the same color, and on 
this account the moth is sometimes 
called the “gold fringe.” 

Great damage may be done when the 
caterpillars are present in-numbers in 
a hay stack or mow, as they may spoil 
tbe lower layers, and occasionally the 
damage is so great as to render the hay

worthless. Moths from caterpillars 
passing -^^e winter appear in Jun,e or 
July, possibly earlier. 

It Is probable that tbe insect may 
either be carried to the stacks with the 
clover or the moths may lay eggs on 
the hay after stacking. Giving this ac- 
cotmt of the insect, Country Gentleman 
recommends the following preventive 
measures; 

Clean up and burn'all the rubbish 
about mows and places where hay is 
stacked before the hew crop is cut, 
thus destroj^lfc; material attractive to 
the Insect. Mutilation under stacks 
keeps *the hay drier and is of value be¬ 
cause the Insects thrive best in the 
presence of some moisture. Salt in the 
lower layers has been recommended 
and certainly will do no harm.

The onion thrlps (Thrips tabnei) has 
been found to esitend from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific oceans. The effect of this 
insect upon the onion Is knoWn as the 
“white blast,’’ from the fact that the 
tops are prematurely whitened and be¬ 
come wrinkled and shriveled. The 
rasping of the‘leaves is done by such 
slender mouth parts and the Insect is 
so small that the injury has more the 
appearance of a fungus or bacterial dis¬ 
ease than of Insect work. 

Rec-ent investigations have shown 
that the Insect passes the winter 
'mouths in matted grass, among old 
weeds and other rubbish as well as' 
among cull onions afad refuse that have 
been left over in the fieldsdn the fall. 

Onion growers are familiar with the, 
fact that the depredations of this in¬ 
sect appear earlle'st and are the most 
emphasized along the margins of fieids 
or plots or in spots over the fields. The 
reason for^thls is that the,insect win¬ 
ters Over In these places. It makes Its 
Way from the grassy, margins or from 
the grassy b'ahus of ditches to the vows 
of onlonh adjbiaing. It Winters over' In 
the piles of culled onions aUd refiise In 
the'fields and begins its . work there, , 
spreading frdm'thence outward. 

'VVh'er'ever’ the graSs ahd'Weeds along 
ditches can be rooted up and destrbyed 
it prevents the harboring of this pest.' 

Wherever the old. dry grasses and 
weed^ along the doarglns of’onion-plan¬ 
tations cab be burned the effect will be 
to destroy nlyrinds; of the pest and to 
prevent their breeding tbe nes^ season. 

With frequent drenchldg rains theve is 
not tUneb likelihood of d severe_ out- 
bi-ehk, but In'case of di-ongUt The'insect 
is likely to work cdore or less serious' 
injury In extensive onion fields,

If you cannot coax yourself into feel, 
ins on enthusiastic thrill regarding what 
you are fanning or dreaming to do, then, 
I pray you, take it not up, 

Ohe man who has built a very useful 
book, of synonyms points out in this wise 
the nice difference between the „enthusir 
ast and the fanatic; ‘’Fanatics and vi¬ 
sionaries are always more or less enthusi¬ 
asts, but enthusiasts are not always fa¬ 
natics or visionaries.” 

Here is an opinion regarding the value 
Of enthusiasm as expressed a long time 
ago by a man writer, and the paragraph 
is just as well worth reading and remem¬ 
bering today as it was, at the time it was 
penned: “I look upon enthusiasm to be a 
very necessary turn of mind, as indeed 
it is a vein which nature seems to have 
marked with more or less strength in the 
tempers of most men. No matter what 
the object is, whether business, pleasure 
or the fine arts, whoever pursues them 
to any purpose must do so with a love 
or enthusiasm for them.”

It was 
bad forin to, be enthusiastic, though it 
must be admitted that when we were giv¬ 
en the opportunity to enjoy the enthusi¬ 
asm of .the.E.r.ea<:h,.we simply reveled in 
it 

It is in more than in business, pleasure 
and- the fine arts that enthusiasm is 
worth while and good to see. In the 
very smallest and most prosaic of home 
duties that fall to the lot of the average 
woman there is an enlivening and quick¬ 
ening fo be brought about by enthusiasm. 

Do you know- an enthusiastic house¬ 
keeper? .One might sifeak of her also as 
the ambitious housekeeper, but I .believe 
that enthusiastic is the term that pictures 
'her best. The enthusiastic housekeeper

Moats of .all kinds as soon as brought 
from the market, If not cooked imme- 
' dlately.'should'be placed at pnop ln the 
. Icebox. If it Is to he kept for a day or 
L two, it Is best to wrap It up In wax pa- 
: |)er and lay It close to the ice. If wax 
, .paper is not handy, wrap It first in 
Cheesecloth, then in paper and place It 
, near the Ice, says Mrs. Gesine Lenlcke. 

, In the country, where fresh meat is 
obtainable Only once or twice a week 

- and where there is no Ice to keep it, it' 
may he placed in a jar or bowl and cov- 

^ ered with sour milk, tightly covered 
with a lid or board and set on the cellar 
floor. It will keep thus In good condi¬ 
tion for four or five days, particularly 
yeal, lamb and mutton. 

- A piece of beef from the rump, round 
or ci’ossrib may be covered with vine¬ 
gar and kept for a whole week. Such 
beef is generally used for sour roast 

, or beef a la mode. Another way to 
keep fresh meats In the country Is to 
brush the meat over with, salad oil and 
then wrap it in brown paper and bury 
It two feet deep in the ground. It will 
, keep thus in good condition for a week. 

. or longer. Game of all kinds may be 
kept either in the icebox or sour 
milk. Ham and bacon should be wrap¬ 
ped in paper and hung In a cool, dry 
! place. 

If poultry is drawn, it Is best not to 
wash it, but simply to wipe it dry in- I 
side and place it on the ice. If ice Is

Drain*off this ■water,* Coyer 
with fresh, bolllug water, add ■salt and 
boll ten minutes longer, then change 
the water"again and boll until the on¬ 
ions are tender. ■ They should be white 
as snow. Do not boll too bard or cover 
the saucepan or the onions will bo 
strong and dark colored. Make a cream 
sauce and pour over the onions after 
carefully draining them. 

How to IrVUlp Cream. 

Whipped cream Is an indispensable 
with the chocolate pot. A little sugar 
may be, boiled In wit.b. the chocolate, • 
but the cream should be added in the ' 
cups. Take the best of sweet cream 
. and stir into it a little pailk in which a ' 
teaspoonful of gelatin has been dis- ; 
solved. The milk Is slightly heated to ;

lowed to cool. When partly cold, but 
before It has time to set, the milk is 
stirred into the cream, with the result 
that the cream Is stiffened with the

There Is *one condition under which 
we think if will pdy to use water fop 
thinning the milk, says American Agrl- 
cnltUrlst. ilf we were making' butter 
from ‘COWS that were well along with 
calf, fit a, herd in which part of them. 
werO'so and a'part'fresh, "We would 
add about one-third''as much water sa 
we had* milk to that from cows not 
fresh: We would do It when the milk 
was “warm as drawn’from'the cow: and 
would have the water at-the same tem¬ 
perature ot a little warmer. 

The reason for this Is that the milk 
from a cow that has been long in milk 
is viscouSj or sticky, almost like mo- 
lasges, and more so usually when she 
is with calf than when-she is farrow. 
We do not -know that this is caused by 
any change in.the proportion of milk 
sugar in the milk or by any other cause 
that the chemists can ascertain, hut we 
do kiiow tbat.the cream from such milk 
does not- always rise well, and we 
doubt If It would separate as well in 
the separator, and it doe^ not churn 
well. It'is long in coming and often 
sw’ells in the churn or Is frothy, regard¬ 
less of the temperature. 

While this fault is not as noticeable 
with a few such cows in a large herd 
as in small herds, perhaps because it is 
diluted So much by the cream from 
the fresh cows, it may also be that 
such cregm does not get churned as the 
other does and Is left to go off in the 
buttermilk. There is opportunity for 
some scientific investigation In these 
cases, which are frequent enough to 
give one a chance to study them.

At a farmers' institute in Illinois late¬ 
ly one of the delegates related his 
brother’s experience with ensilage. He 
had been feeding it and shipping his 
milk to Chicago, and when the ensilage 
was gone his milk supply was reduced 
20 per cent in two days. Mr. H. B. 
Gurler of Dekalb, who Is well known 
as a lecturer and ■writer on dairy 
topics, said he had the same experience 
last fall and he knew several other 
large feeders who had found similar re¬ 
sults -when they changed from ensilage 
to pasture. He thought the feed his 
stock got in the pasture, during three 
months cost enough to have furnished 
feed at the silo for a year. He received 
less for what he had invested in the 
pasture than from any other laud on 
the farm. He has a half dozen silos 
and last year put up 750 tons of en¬ 
silage and had not got enough yet. He 
had carried ensilage over a year in the 
silo and could not See that It was not 
just as good for the cows as that put 
Up the previous fall. He was once 
called upon, in Putnam county to act 
as judge on a butter exhibit. He found 
one lot that was a point higher In flavor 
than any other and called attention to 
it. After the meeting a farmer claimed 
that was his butter and said he fed no 
fodder but ensilage and he had been 
the laughing stock of the community 
for doing so, 

ConcerninET Sllnsfc. 

A property built silo, either below or 
above ground, cannot be otherwise 
than a success, and the question of lo¬ 
cation Is one of the local conditions at 
the barn, shyO Hoard's Dairyman. If 
a pit silo Is deeper than six feet, it 
should be provided with some method 
of ventilation while being filled to pre¬ 
vent any^danger from the possible pres¬ 
ence of gas, which might, as it has in 
several cdses, prove fatal. 

Sikteen coiVS 'will require about 60 
tons of silage for six months’ feeding, 
contalded In a round, silo 14 by 23 feet. 
Silage will keep well without any cov¬ 
er. The upper six Inches to a foot Will 
act ad a cover, but as this upper layer 
spoils, if it is wished to prevent such 
lossi th’e silage ‘may be covered With ^ 
straw or marsh hay" a foot or more in 
thickness. 

Hbortliiie; the Silo, 

A 15 by 30 silo has a capacity of 105 
tons, and the best method of hooping 
is asf'fdllows; Six three-quarter inch 
hobpd' at the bottom, five five-eighth 
inch hoops in the middle and four one- 
half meh' hoops ht the top. The hoops 
should- be in two or three pieces, con¬ 
nected by malleable Iron (not cast iron) 
lugS,! •Which allow for the necessary 
codtraetion and expansion. Such a 
hooping arrangement Is abundantly 
stredg. Already too tbany silos have 
burst from Insufficient hooping and 
thus prejudiced people against them. 
linirabailtY of Stare SHoa. 

As to the durnblilty of a round stave 
silo i believe that if property taken 
cafe of they Will last 20 years and even 
longer, says ah expert. By proper cate 
I mead that they must have a coat of 
oil and good Wood preservative on the 
Inside once every two, of three years 
and ^alut on the exterior ns often ttS 
necessary. 1 bav6 seen round slloS five 
of six years old that have been treated 
in this manners and they show no slgHS 
of decay, being apparently as sound 
as the day they were erected.

Keeps the Animal Clean i and the 
Bc_^illiie In Place. 

This so called model stall shows a 
single stall with one side entirely, re¬ 
moved, says Hoard’s Dairyman. It 
may be as nanow as one pleases, but 
the width and length should be pro¬ 
portioned to the size of the occupant. 
We do not consider three and Dpe-half 
feet any too much room for the cow of 
average size. The construction of this 
stall Is such that when standing the 
rack in front forces the cow back a few 
inches, so that all droppings fall well 
to the rear. The bar across the sfall at 
the rear should be fastened to the. floor 
just In front of the cow’s hind feet 
when standing with, her, head to the 



must be exercised in picking not to in¬ 
jure the vines, and the fruits should be 
gothered just as rapidly as the size re¬ 
quired for the various grades will ad¬ 
mit. The chief imsect enemy is the 
striped beetle, aud the best preventives 
are strong vigorous plants aud soil con¬ 
ditions and culture that will promote 
the most rapid possible growth of the 
vines. The principal remedies are air 
slaked lime, sifted coal ashes, land 
plaster or equal parts wood ashes aud 
road dust freely applied in the moniing 
when the plants are wet with dew. 

Tobacco dust Is a good fertilizer as 
well as Insecticide and may be used to 
advantage on all vines except water¬ 
melon, to which It is injurious and will 
destroy the vines if used in large quan¬ 
tities. Spi'aying with bordeaux mix¬ 
ture Is a preventive of disease, and 
saltpeter and water, an oun'ce to the 
gallon, if applied to the hills will l}e 
found a wonderful Invigorator to the 
plants. 

Bush Beans-.—A plentiful supply of 
the bush beaus for family use may be 
easily grown as second crop without 
Interference to other vegetables. The 
varieties are numerous and by judi¬ 
cious selections as to time of maturing 
may be safely planted from May 10 up 
to within 60 days of frost Planted as 
they may be between other crops 
which are maturing in advance of 
them, a constant supply of snap and 
shell beans may be had from July 1 to 
late fall. 

Beets.—Tlfe late fall and winter 
supply, either for home use or market, 
are best not sown before June 15 or lat¬ 
er, as overgrown stock Is undesirable 
for any purpose except breeding. They 
will continue growth until late fall, and 
the proper time will bo determined 
by the localities where grown. The 
best results both as to quality and yield 
will be obtained by later sowing and 
depending upon thoroughly enriched 
soil and Intensive culture for crisp 
quality and desirable size. The fore¬ 
going Is a Michigan man’s advice for 
everybody’s garden, given In Rural 
New Yorker.

TESTIN G THE HERD.' 

Only Way tUe Dairyman Can Weed 
Out Noniiaying: Cotvs. ^ ’ 

The University creamery at hiadison,- 
Wis., has been conducting practical 
tests of the milking qualities of the 
cows in the herds of the dairymen who 
supply milk to the University cream¬ 
ery. In a recent circular it said: " 
“The University creamery has been 
testing the milk of cows owned by pa¬ 
trons for the past three years.. A box 
of sample bottles It sent to each farm 
Where testing is desired, aud theimllk 
of each cow In the herd- Is weighed 
and sampled once In two weeks. These 
small samples .of milk are returned to 
the creamery in the box, aud each sam¬ 
ple is tested. A record of the weights 
and the tests Is made In a book which 
Is sent back to the patron, and he .can 
then see how well some of his cows are 
doing and what a poor showing others 
make. 

“Nearly every herd we have tested 
has proved that some of the cows pro¬ 
duce butter enough to pay a handsome 
profit to the owner, while others that 
require the same feed, care and time 
spent in milking do not make butter 
enough to pay for the feed they eat. 
The owner is often working a farm 
and supporting a few cows as boarders 
that do not pay their board. 

“One man who kept 12 cows got 
more money for the milk of three cows 
than he did for the milk of the other 
nine put together.’’

‘T Iiaye- been doing,a little figuring 
6 n time,” remarked an erratic cltlzeii' 
yesterday, “and I bkve reached some 
rather Interesting conclusions, I want 
ed to find out how much time man con¬ 
sumed In keeping tab on time, and 1 
found -that, If the whole world Is con¬ 
sidered in the computation, years 
would be crojvded Into a second of 
time. 

“To illustrate what I mean, take a 
city where I(W,000 -yyatches are wound’ 
up every day. Now, It takes probably 
an average of 1,5 seconds to wind* a 
watch. It would take, then,'1,600,000 
seconds to wind 100,000 watches, This 
would , mean'•25,000 minutes or 630 
hours and 1(J minutes, or 25 days and 
16 hours. I suppose there, are. In the 
city of New Orleans 100,000 watches 
and clocks to be wound up every day, 
so that nearly a month Is spent in the 
city every day In winding watches and 
clocks. 

“One man In a year’s time would con-, 
sume 5,475 seconds. In winding, his 
watch- If he is prompt about It and Is 
willing to give 15 seconds every day 
to this useful article. This would 
mean several houra during every year 
that he kept up the practice. Allowing 
36 years as the average life, a man 
would spend 191,525 seconds, or 3,190 
minutes and 41 seconds, or 030 hours 
and 10 mluutes, or 22 days and 20 
hours, in winding his watch.”—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

Below are given two rations for 900 
pound cows which are exactly alike 
except that one contains ordinary mix¬ 
ed hay with little or no clover and the 
other clover hay. It Is particularly In¬ 
teresting to notice the influence of clo¬ 
ver hay in raising the absolute amount 
of digestible protein and In narrowing 
the nutritive ratio. The famer who 1 
grows large amounts of clover needs to 
buy less grain than the neighbor who 
Ignores the virtues of clover: No. 1, 
3 pounds cornmeal, 2.5 pounds bran,. 
1 pound cotton seed, 16 pounds mixed 
bay, 7.6 pounds corn stover, containing 
22.00 pounds dry matter, 1.66 pounds 
protein, 12.S0 pounds carbonaceous; hu* 
tritive ratio, 1:7.8. No. 2, 3 pounds 
cornmeal, 2.6 pounds bran, 1 pound cot¬ 
ton seed, 16 pounds clover bay, 7.6 
pounds corn stover, containing 22.^80 
pounds dry matter, 2.08 pounds pro¬ 
tein, 12.60 pounds carbonaceous; nu¬ 
tritive ratio, 1:0.0. ^ 

Fe«dln8 For Profit. 

A balanced ration Is one that makes 
a cow do her level best producing milk 
and butter fat and, while maintaining 
the health of the cow, leaves a balance 
for the profit of her owner, says it 
dairyman In National Stockman, That 
Is the proper kind of a balanced ration 
and the one the farmer is interested In. 

It is easy enough to balance the ra¬ 
tion according to the feeding standards 
and entirely unbalance the profit, eveil 
when the ration Is given to a good coVr, 
and if by some unwisdom 6n the part 
of .the cow’s, owner the cow -should be 
a poor ono the lack of balance in favor 
of the dairyman Is still more manifest. 

If silage Is cheaper than dried COfn 
and cheaper and be'tter than roots, if 
clover, soy beans and the peas add ail 
the other posslbleTcgumlnous crops are 
as valuable sources of protein ah the 
byproducts of the mills afid trtists and 
they will balance the ration tO the full¬ 
est' requirements of the goOd ctoW and 
Ido it more cheaply tbnn the feeds of 
commerce, then why shotild they not 
grow on all our farms? Tllhn the bal¬ 
ancing may be done at holne. 

Valac ot Dslsnesfi nation. 

Milk and butter were produced more 
economically In some New Jersey testa 
from well balanced rations fhati twin 
the rations containing a sufficient quon- 
tlty of food, but not properly balanced. 
Feeding Irregulot rations catised a ta^ 
nation in the yield of milk, with a 
tendency toward a decrease. 


What sue Sa-tv. 

It was at the Normal school that this 
happened, and the class laughed.
